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Report  to  the  Minister  of  Culture  and  Multiculturalism 
From  the  Chairman 


March  31,  1988  saw  the  end  of  the  third  full  year  of  operations  for  the 
foundation.  Three  years  of  careful  development,  listening  to  the  needs  of 
the  communities  that  the  foundation  serves,  and  the  slow,  co-operative 
development  of  programs  to  meet  their  needs.  Finally,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  foundation  was  able  to  announce  a  broad  range  of  grant 
programs,  secure  in  the  knowledge  that  each  segment  of  the  literary 
community  had  had  an  opportunity  to  present  its  views,  and  have  its 
needs  assessed  and  recognized. 

Although  the  foundation  has  operated  without  a  strictly  defined  program, 
gratifying  results  of  its  activities  are  already  visible.  Writing  and  publishing 
in  Alberta  have  grown  dramatically  and,  more  importantly,  the  quality  of 
the  work  is  resulting  in  awards  and  national  recognition.  Grants  have  been 
spread  all  over  the  province,  so  the  success  is  no  local  phenomena  and  it 
is  remarkable  that  such  success  should  appear  so  quickly. 

The  Foundation's  support  to  literary  organizations  has  resulted  in  increased 
vitality  and  effectiveness.  However,  the  most  promising  result  has  been  the 
growth  of  co-operation  among  writers,  publishers,  booksellers  and  libraries. 
Working  together  for  the  first  time,  the  resulting  synergy  promises  an 
outstanding  future.

March  31,  1988 
Note  1  Authority 

The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  operates  under  the  authority 
of  the  Cultural  Foundations  Act,  Chapter  C-40,  Revised  Statutes  of 
Alberta  1980,  as  amended. 

Note  2  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  Reporting  Practices 
Grants 

Grants  are  recorded  as  expenditure  when  approved  by  the  Board  and 
required  conditions  are  met  by  the  grant  applicants. 

Amounts  recoverable  from  grant  recipients  are  offset  against  grants 
expenditure  in  the  year  the  amounts  recoverable  are  determined. 

Depreciation 

Depreciation  is  recorded  using  the  straight-line  method  at  the  following 
rates: 

Office  furniture  and  equipment  -  15%  of  original  cost 
Computer  equipment  -  25%  of  original  cost 

Changes  in  Financial  Position 

A  statement  of  changes  in  financial  position  is  not  provided  as  disclosure 
in  these  financial  statements  is  considered  to  be  adequate. 

Note  3  Reserve 

The  Foundation  has  established  a  reserve  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  an 
ongoing  funding  capability. 

Note  4  Commitments 

At  March  31,  1988  the  Foundation  had  commitments  totalling  $4,193  (1987 
$22,400)  in  respect  of  grants  approved  but  not  disbursed  where  certain 
conditions  were  still  to  be  met  by  the  applicants. 

Note  5  Approval  of  Financial  Statements 

These  financial  statements  were  reviewed  by  the  Treasurer  and 
recommended  for  approval  by  the  Board. 


General  Information 


The  goals  of  The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  are: 

 to  promote  the  literary  arts  in  Alberta; 

 to  provide  people  and  organizations  with  an  opportunity  to 

participate  in  the  literary  arts; 
 to  support  and  contribute  to  the  development  of  the  literary 

arts  in  Alberta;  and 
 to  support  and  contribute  to  the  publishing  and  marketing  of 

the  literary  work  of  Albertans  by  assisting  and  developing 

library  services  and  the  book  and  periodical  industry  in 

Alberta. 

The  Foundation  was  established  by  the  Government  of  Alberta  in 

1984  and  receives  funding  from  the  Western  Canada  Lottery  (Alberta 

Division)  to  a  maximum  of  $1,000,000  per  annum. 

The  Foundation  uses  the  majority  of  its  annual  income  for  grant 

purposes.
